Notwithstanding the fact that Hotbed 
fs an overwritter. play that never quite 
makes {ts point, it is a sincerely cour- 
ageous and intelligent piece well de- 
serving of consideration by the serious- 
minded playgoer. That it will prove 
popular is not at all likely, since it 
contains few of the rudiments that 
make for box-office successes. 

Paul Osoorn had a pungent idea on 
which to work, but he becomes lost in 
the highways and byways of its de- 
velopment and in the end loses the 
point. The play, set in a collegiate 
background, concerns a rabid, bigoted 
fundamentalist minster who is sincerely 
convinced that modern youth is well 
along the road to destruction. He has 
moved to this college town in order that 
he may be close to his son and his 
Gaughter, students of the university, 
and keep a close watch on their conduct. 

The boy is a typical, carefree youth 
who has been given up by the father. 
The preacher still believes that he has 
& hold on his daughter, however, and he 
Suides her every action. She is a 
hormal, attractive girl who longs to 
participate in the innocent amusements 
of the campus. The narrow viewpoint 
of her parent forces her to lie and sneak 
in order to fulfil! her inclinations. 

: The chief difficulty is that one never 
nows whether Osborn its offering an 
indictment against the great univer- 
sities, the narrow, bigoted clergy, or 
simply a study of the revolt of youth. 
As a matter of fact he switches from 
ae to the other in such rapid succes- 
Son that the play never succeeds in

following thru to an impressive con- 
clusion. Again the characters are far 
too overdrawn to create an illusion of 
reality, and many of the situations are 
far-fetched and unconvincing. For in- 
stance, in characterizing the professors 
he has mace them liberal—but to the 
point of weakness. It does not em- 
phasize the contrast to have one of them 
appear intoxicated, and, indeed, even 
undermines it. 

Then again it is asking too much of 
the cudience to have it believe that the 
daughter has been visiting the pro- 
fessor’s rooms regularly without attract- 
ing more suspicion than she did, espe- 
cially when the snooping teacher lives 
directly across the hall. 

There fi no doubt but that Hotbed 
might have been a fine play had the 
author confined himself to one phase 
of his subject. In striving to be com- 
prehensive he has become incoherent. 
Nevertheless Osborn will deserve watch- 
ing. Hotbed shows clearly that better 
things are to be expected and his next 
effort is likely to be a more closely knit 
and driving piece than this one. 

Many defects of the script itself have 
almost been eradicated by the excellence 
of the casting. Brock Pemberton de- 
serves great credit for the deft manner 
in which he has mounted this difficult 
play. For one thing Hotbed will be re- 
membered as the medium which brought 
Richard Spencer to light. Cast as the 
son, young Spencer brings. to the part 
a freshness and sportaneity that is 
delicately real. Alison Bradshaw is ex- 
cellent as the daughter, especially in the 
climactic scenes with her father. 

William Ingersoll aptly catches the 
domineering selfishness of the cleric and 
successfully breathes life into that 
fanatical character. _ Considering the 
fact that this role Is inclined to be over- 
theatrical and unrelieving, Ingersoll does 
excellently. Leigh Lovel, Charles Abbe 
and Carl Anthony carry the comedy 
burden as three professors and their 
contribution to Scene 2, Act II, is the 
highlight of the play. Richard Steven- 
son does well enough as the instructor, 
and Walter Greenough is sufficiently 
treacherous as the snooper. Paul Gil- 
more makes the most of his opportu- 
nities as dean of the literary department, 
altho his part is of limited proportions. 
Josephine Hull is capable as the min- 
ister’s wife. 

Pemberton'’s direction has done much 
to keep the play moving, and Raymond 
Sovey's settings create an authentic 
atmosphere, WILFRED J. RILEY.

Owen Davis evidently has made a donu- 
ble drain on his resources in compound- 
ing Tonight at 12. Suffice to say that he 
succeeds since Broadway can show no 
nimbler nor more deftly contrived arti- 
fice. Here is an intelligently ingenious 
comedy that is a welcome eddition to 
the all too meager list of “things to be 
seen”. 

To term the play artificial is to put 
it mildly, and yet that very point is its 
saving grace. Any inclination to place 
credence in the characters, the situations 
or the lines would be fatal. Tonight at 
12 was fashioned solely for purposes of 
entertainment. That it does entertain 
is sufficient recommendation. 

A remarkable constructor of mystery 
plays, Davis has taken the sly technique 
of that field and applied it to a sophis- 
ticated drawing-room comedy. Alice 
Keith boldly announces to the three ma- 
tronly guests at her home that one of 
them is her husband's mistress. She 
saw John Keith place a note in a box on 
the mantelpiece. It read: “Tonight at 
12". The'note has gone. Who is the 
guilty lady? 

So intricate are the workings of the 
plot that it would take a cross-word 
puzzle expert to describe ft. No one is 
without suspicion and a beautiful youth- 
ful romance is shattered when the son 
lies brilliantly and shoulders the guilt in 
order to save his father. In the end it 
develops that none of the cfiaracters can 
stand a rigid investigation. 

Tonight at 12 is closely knit and swift - 
ly moving for two excellent acts, but 
after that it is evident that it was much 
easier for the author to tie his knots 
than it was to explain them. As a result, 


the final episode shows unmistakable 
signs of disintegration. Toward the end 
of the second act, Davis is inclined to 
become serious, much in contrast to the 
opening act. Finding himself up a blind 
alley, he saves the situation and, of 
course, the play by giving the final act 
@ farcical air with everyone faced with 
the specter of infidelity. 

Considering the unrealities that domi- 
nate the play. there are times when 2 
false note is sounded thru serious ref- 
erences to love, marriage and friendship. 
Such occasions are few and far between, 
however, and at least one of them is 
worthwhile since it allows Patricia Bar- 
clay and Owen Davis, Jr., #22 opportunity 
to contribute a moment of finely 
wrought acting. 

In fact, Tonight cat 
having an unusually capable cast. 
Spring Byington does some especially 
fine work as one of the suspected ma- 
trons and, all in all, is the most expert 
in striking an effectively subtle farcical 
note. Viola Frayne is sufficiently hard- 
boiled as an attractive maid who was 
at the bottom of the wholé mess, and 
William Roselle is convincing, if such 
a term can be used in connection with 
this play, as the husband. Most of the 
players, with the exception of Miss Bv- 
ington, show a tendency to be a trifle too 
rigid. Undoubtedly Tonight at 12 would 
be even more sparkling if the acting 
appeared as a little more spontaneous. 
Young Davis is an excellent juvenile, 
equally at home in light comedy or in 
more serious moments. 

Anne Shoemaker is impressive as the 
trouble-making jealous wife and Flor- 
ence Rittenhouse and Diane Esmonde 
fit in nicely as two of the mistress sus- 
pects... William David, Moffat Johnston 
and Edward H. Wever are the husbands, 
the latter getting in some particula 
telling work. Florence Short and Ge 
Cornell handle their minor assignm 
nicely. 

Melville Burke's direction keeps things 
moving at a high pitch, a major factor 
in making the play engrossing Ray- 
mond Sovey’s settings are in excellen 
taste.

of certain productions and by the num- 
ber of shows that are offered in the 
cut-rate agencies. 

The last mentioned is particularly in- 
dicative of the slowing down of the de- 

mend for musical attractions on the 
part of the public. Last month at this 
time, producers of Broadway musicals 
did not offer a single musical in advance 
over th counters of the. cut-rate 
agencies, altho at that time a few were 
available shortly before the performances 
for which the tickets were sold. On the 
most active day last week this condi- 
tion did not exist. On this day there 
were musical productions listed in the 
leading cut-rate agency, This is in 
marked contrast to the 19 attractions 
offered the corresponding week last 
month, none of which were available 
thru this medium. In addition to this, 
curing the week two other musicals were 
added immediately before the time set 
for curtain raising, altho not kept on 
the list regularly. 

Among the shows thus available wers 
Blackbirds of 1928, at the Eltinge Thea- 
ter: the Earl Carroll Vanities, at the 
Earl Carroll Theater; Good Wews, at 
Chanin’s 46th Street Theater; Hello, 
Yourself, at the Casino; Just a Minute, 
at the Ambassador Theater; Ups-a-Daisy, 
at the Shubert Theater: White Lilacs, 
at the Jolson Theater, and Rain or Shine, 
at the George M. Cohan Theater. 

While the impression along the street 
is that there will be no decided pickup 
in business during the current week, 
that nevertheless conditions point to a 
general improvement when the month 
of December gets under way. In any 
event, present conditions and the out- 
ook are better in this field than in 
he dramatic, where 22 productions were 
offered at less than box-office figures on 
Saturday.

— The Loew 
booking office continues to lay low in 
its act-routing functions. The day for 
the big news—what will happen to the 
cireult’s vaudefilmers wired for talkies— 
is drawing hearer and the atmosphere 
around the Loew.office is tense with 
anticipation No one knows what it 
is all about Even Jaké Lubin is ufi- 
informed about what will be done to 
his once-growing chain of houses. It 
is certain, however, that powefs higher 
up have tipped him off to keep every- 
thing down to a minimum 


It is an unassailable fact that Loew 
has not booked a real “name” in 
months. The office appears to be con- 
tent to fill its bills With good but 
unsensational acts. It is committed to 
the proposition that vaudeville is about 
aS important as a pit overture. There 
are those in the trade who argue with 
this logic, pointing out that the Fox 
office, with rhost of its houses in oppoel- 
tion territory to Loew, is jacking up 
strong film shows with the best grade 
of vaudeville obtainable. It is notice- 
able in the lust several weeks that Loew 
is not only cutting down on the num- 
ber of acts in split weeks carrying 
strong feature films, but is also relaxing 
on its former requirement of stage 
shows On @ par with the flicker enter- 
tainment. 

With the Loew agents considerably 
cown In the mouth because of poor 
business, less attention it being paid to 


agents’ breaks in the booking office. 
Not that it means very much at the 


present time, but a consciéntious survey 
of recent bookings—most of them on 
the date-to-date basis—echows that the 
Wiliam Morris office is still in the lead, 
with Lyons & Lyons running a close 
second. Trailing along on & rating of 
the number of acts booked in the order 
named are Meyer North, Arthur J. Hor- 
witz and Al Groseman, The remaining 
agents, according to report, make spui'ts 
frequently that bring them up in the 
lead, but most of the time they struggle 
along behind the Big Pive

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Vau-ieville Panic Puts Indies on Big-Time Footing 


Best Acts «Jbtainable Cheap 
—Break-in Racket Fades 
Away 


NEW YORK, Nov. 19.—-The chronic 
depression besetting vaudeville finds the 
Eastern independent field richer from 
the standpoint of material than-it has 
ever been or will be, provided there is 
some improvement in conditions on the 
major circuits before next season. An- 
other interesting angle of the current 
holocaust hitting the two-and-more-e- 
day is the disproportionate supply of 
indeperient houses to meet the working 
needs of acts concentrating their efforts 
on the smaller booking offices. 

For seasons the indies have dreamed 
of times to come when standard acts 
would consent to work for them for a 
mere pittance. The reveries have been 
transformed inte reality, but. on the 
other hand, the indies are stuck deep 
in the red. Houses are falling out 
weekly, most of them staple users of 
iadie material season after season. The 
indies have got the thorobreds they 
longed fo, but there are no jockeys to 
ride them. 

With the major circuits booking from 
date to date and frequently turning 
down meritable acts altogether, these 
offerings are now on the indie auction 
block—and can be bought for a song. 
Indies are pe-“ng the same small-time 
Salaries as last and previous seasons. The 
difference is that these salaries are being 
paid to acts wh'ch formerly laughed off 
any suggestion of filling in odd dates 
with independent work. From the act 
angle most of the indies are in the 
category of what was called way back in 
the dead past big time. Referring this 
Season to certain offices as “break-in 
joints” is just as erroneous as calling 
Al Smith a dry. The break-in days, save 
for several outlying “dumps” equipped 
to handle only singles and doubles, are 
also of the past. The indies are now 
playing the best—and paying them no 
more than they paid the small timers in 
previous seasons. As one of the indies 
put it, “The standard acts are putting 
pride in their pockets and are out to 
rake in as ‘ii.ch small change as they 
can.” The former powerful “names” in 
vaudeville—at least most of them—walk 
into indie offices and ask fo: work. With 
& Taob of other acts banging around they 
are offered dates at small money. They 
turn the “preposterous” offers down flat. 
Some few minutes later they "phone the 
teif-same booker and tell him “it's 
ohay.” 

These are the few who have not yet 
been taught the essentials of squelching 
pride. As ‘it relates to the general 
knowledge by their confreres of the low 
money they ere willing to take, these 
big “names” are still timid, but neces- 
sity knows naught of the rite and they 
are therefore willing to work for coffee 
and cake so long as salaries are kept 
under cover 

The indies are so astounded by the 
sudden turn of affairs in the act wide of 
the vauderille arena that many of them 
invite house managers down to their 
Offices to watch the slaughter. Fre- 
fuently a house boss site around and 
looks wise while his booker allows a 
procession of “names” big enough to 
make any Broadway benefit a humdinger 
to pass before him in review. The house 
Man looks on while the booker cues the 
acts into giving their okays on salaries 
Spurned last season by the lower strata. 
The bookers are taking advantage of 
the depression in the trade to give ob- 
ject lessons to their managers on how 
Splendiferous they are as showmen 


With the indies raised above the in- 
Cignity of the break-in business they are 
now able to book acts without leaving 
the office. They no longer have to ride 
out to joints to catch shows; neither do 
they have to take agents on their word 
regarding acta submitted to them. They 
Pick the best—and cheapest—from the 
long breadlines daily formed in their 
outer Offices. The good acts, of which 
there are plenty, they know. These they 
pick from the coarse grade—and then 
bargain for salaries Verily, a gold mine 
with no worthwhile way of cashing in 
on the findings 

On what the boys with the black books 
call the “very emall time” matters re- 
main practically aa they were before the 
clouds darkened the variety horizon. 
The greater part of these houses have 
mot yet gone talkie, the initial outlay 


Vaude. Public Appreciates 
Old “‘Machine-Cooling” Gag 


NEW YORK, Nov. 19.—Even vaude- 
film patrons are wised up to the 
tough breaks vaudeville is getting in 
the hands of combination policy cir- 
cult executives. 

In the last several days three acts 
were spotted by one Billboard reporter 
using the line, running something 
like, “What do you do on the stace 
while the picture machine is cooling 
off?", as a means of referring to a 
performer.

still being too great for their operators 
to undertake. As a result they are con- 
tinuing with acts on week-ends and fre- 
quentiy on odd days in the middle of 
the week. These houses, too, are getting 
the pick of the field. Salaries remain 
about the same. The standard is about 
$10 a day for doubles and $5 to $6 a day 
for singles. Acts are made to work on 
an average of three shows a day, altho 
there are houses that erind out their 
single and double acts to the tune of 
four a day on Saturdays and Sundays.

which nas been accorded a wonderful 
reception thruout the West, opens a 
week's engagement at the State-Lake 
Theater tomorrow. Following the en- 
gagement here the sketch has a route 
which will take it to Detroit, Cleveland, 
Akron, Memphis and a number of the 
larger Southern cities, then into a long 
Eastern route 

The Undercurrent, first produced here 
about a year ago by an amateur croup, 
was rejected by Eastern vaudeville of- 
ficials, who were sure it would not ap- 
peal to vaudeville audiences. Finally 
Mrs. Ehlert succeeded in obtaining a 
showing in local Orpheum houses, where 
the sketch was an instantaneous hit.

Jack Linder {ts still lending his time 
and resources to his vaudeville agency 
He claims that the current depression in 
the variety field has had little effect on 
his activities. “In fact,” he added, “the 
intrusion of talkies has spurred us on 
to greater efforts tn laying out bills 
We have the best meterial procurable 
and now we not only are required te sell 
the operator on the idea of Linder 
vaudeville, but on vaudeville as against 
talkies.” 


Linder claims that he has succeeded 
in retaining most of his houses from 
last season's roster because his field 
men and bookers have convinced the 


house men of the feasibility of retaining 
stage entertainment. It is possible for 
independent bookers to save their houses 
by exploitation of their material in the 
proper manner. Now, while most of the 
larger circuits are giving good acts the 
cold shoulder, the opportunity is here 
to impress house operators with the 
merit of independent material. This 
should not be a difficult task, Linder 
opines. 

A reaction next season in favor 
mixed shows, talkies and vaudeville 
Linder’s hope for the independent field 
As nine out of 10 showmen have stated. 
Linder also maintains that the demand 
for vaudeville will never wane, regard-

Act Salesmen’s Organization Gets 


Up List of Commission Debtors 


—These Barred Until Paid Up—Option Time Extended 


to 60 


Days 


NEW YORK. Nov. 19.—Provided matters work out as planned in the enthusi- 
astic preliminaries of organization, acts owing commissions over a long period to 
Pantages agents will be forced to clean up their debts before trying to land 
dates on the Coast-to-Coast circuit. This condition is virtually made possible by 
legislation enavted last week by the recently formed Pantages Representatives’ 


Association, a quasi-official body made 
up by agents doing business with Edgar 
G. Milne and Bob Burns. Miine states 
that he had nothing whatsoever to do 
with the formetion of the organization, 
but agrees that the action connected 
with the launching of the project was 
taken with his entire approval and en- 
couragement. The Pan. act salesmen are 
keeping the details of. their “bund” 
strictly to themselves, but it is learned 
on good authority that itis in no sense a 


society working along the lines of 
parliamentary procedure. It appears 


more like a vigilante committee, with of- 
ficers, dubbing themselves committee- 
men, to be chosen every few months. At 
present Arthur Silber is apvarently the 
big boss and Fred Nevins is delegated 
as the keeper of record and seal. 

The close checkup on acts indebted for 
commissions to Pan. agents is being 
conducted on genuine businesslike 
lines, by itself an unusual phenomenon 
in the vaudeville agency field. Every 
agent was made to furnish the Nevins 
office with a list of acts indebted to 
him. These lists were combined in a 
three-page layout distributed by Nevins. 
On the list in current use are the names 
of more than 360 acts. Many of these 
acts are known to everyone in the show 
business. It is not being told officially 
how the list will be utilized to enforce 
payment, but, according to one Pan. 
agent, his confreres have been in- 
structed that the list must be consulteg 
before undertaking representation of an 
act. Should an act under consideration 
be listed the egent is obliged to inform 
the act that he cannot do business with 
it until the old commission account is 
settled with the agent whose name §s 
typed alongside of the name of the act. 

By this means Pan. agents hope to 
salvage thousands of dollars lost to 
them thus far because they were not 
co-operating in their commission collec- 
tion activities. Such a system, many in 
the trade opine, should conveniently 
take the place of what was once re- 
garded as a crying need in the Pan. 
office—a collection agency. The question 
is whether Pan. agents will be able to 
stick to their guns very long while 
temptation stares them in the face every 
day. 

Another important piece of legislation 
put thru by the organized Pan, agents 
is the extension of the option system 
from 30 to 60 days. Henceforth, all op- 
™ tions drawn up as between agents and 
will be written on uniform slips 
vrovided by the Pan. office. Copies of the 
option or authorization form will go to 
Milne and the original will he retained 
by the representing agent. Th. Pan. act 
salesmen have sworn solemnly by their 
little black books to regard options as 
things sacred. Formerly, acts solicited 
by Pan. agents and already represented 
by another Pan. agent were encouraged 
to seek out their first Pan. representative 
and ask him for a release. Now, accord- 
ing to the code of ethics laid down in 
black and white by the organized Pan. 
boys, agents must ask an act right off 
the bat if it already has a Pan. agent 
before talking business. If an act an- 
swers in the affirmative the soliciting 
agent is required to lay off altogether. 

Since Pan. agents in the past heave 
been continually complaining; about the 
inconvenient booking hours kept by 
Milne and Burns, report has it that the 
PRA has received a promise from Milne 
that he will henceforth be at home to 
the act salesmen from 11 to 1 every 
day. Bob Burns, with whom all the 
trouble about keeping ungodly booking 
hours has been experienced, has not yet 
been “regulated”. Some of the Pan. 
boys have suggested that Bob will never 
be regulated “unless we delegate a com- 
mittee to tie him down every day with 
a rope”. 

Milne verified in part to a Billboard 
reporter almost entirely the aforesaid in- 
side info. on the agents’ organizatio'1. 
He denied, however, that anything had 
even been suggested or complained of in 
regard to his booking hours. While the

boys are thinking up some more re- 
forms to be put into effect there are 
those among them who still complain 


about a restricted clique hogging all 
the breaks from Milne and Burns. 
This is also the plaint from certain 


Loew agents, and the same wail was 
heard in the ranks of the K-A-O agents 
before the flood of reorganization 
swamped them so completely as to make 
them forget about everything else save 
the preservation of their franchises. 


Vestris Hero Cold 
On Vaude. Offers 


NEW YORK, Nov. 19.—Lionel Licorish, 
young negro quartermaster, an out- 
standing hero in the Vestris tragedy, 
who opened Friday for personal appear- 
ances at the Palace, Hippodrome and 
Eroadway theaters, refuses to give up the 
sea for further engagements in vaude- 
ville. He may continue the personal ap- 
pearances until Wednesday, when he wil 
sail on the Voltaire, sister ship of the 
Vestris. K-A-O is reported paying 
Licorish $10 an appearance for each 
theater.

Jack Wilbur Reports 
Favorable 


Conditions 


in Novelty-Act Field 


NEW YORE, Nov. 19.—Less hardships 
are being suffered by the so-called dumb 
acts during the present depression than 
is generally believed, according to Jack 
Wilbur, organizer of the Federated Nodv- 
elty Acts, Inc. A survey of the novelty 
act field, conducted by the pioneer in 
the movement to organize this class of 
vaudeville performers, reveals that sur- 
prisingly few of the craft are doing of- 
fice canvas duty. The FNA has increased 
its membership, he stated, more than 
400 in the last three months. The list 
now exceeds 1,000. Of the entire roster 
but a mere sprinkling are out of work 
and even these are playing intermittent 
dates in theaters and special club shows 
often enough to carry them thru the 
season. 

Wilbur declared that his office, which 
conducts a booking agency for conven- 
ience of members rather than for profit, 
is doing a healthy business placing nov- 
elty acts in department stores. This is 
evidently the new field for vaudeville 
novelties, as previously brought out in 
The Billboard. Wilbur is of tre opinion 
that novelty acts are glove-fit for «dle- 
partment store work, and store extc- 
utives, realizing this, are calling fre- 
quently on his organization to fill spots 
in special pre-holiday exploitaton 
schemes. 

Questioned in regard to a rumor afloat 
that the FNA is contemplating the ex- 
tension of its activities to the entire 
vaudeville field, Wilbur stated emphatic- 
ally that such action would be contrary 
to the basic principle of the organiza- 
tion which amounts to “of, by and for 
novelty acts.” Since the FNA is not a 
labor organization in the strict sense 
of the term it is not interested, he add- 
ed, in vaudeville organization move- 
ments. ‘The group seeKs to promote 


harmony between its members and 
managers, endeavoring also to keep its 
members working steadily thruout the 
year. This is the limit of its interest 
in novelty acts from the labor angle. 


At a recent meeting of the member- 
ship body, Wilbur revealed, the FNA 
placed itself on record as opposed to 
the incorporation of talkie clauses in 
contracts made between artistes and 
vaudeville circuits. Altho the organi- 
zation realizes that the makers of taikies 
have little desire or need to photograph 
dumb acts for synchronization purposes 
the step was taken in order to forewarn 
acts that might be jeopardized because 
of the clause. The talkie clause has 
been a subject of keen interest the last 
several months and action along this 
line is known to be contemplated by the 
leading circuits. 


An interesting feature of the work of 
the FNA toward advaticing the interests 
of its craft was made known by Wilbur 
with the announcement that the Cen- 
tury Play Company has incorporated in 
its stock agreement for the performing 
of Excess Baggage that the back slide on 
the wire, which provides the tensest mo- 
ment of the play, must be performed by 
an ertiste chosen by the FNA. ,Toga, an 
PNA member, did the stunt during the 
Broadway run and thus far Charles De 
Phil is the only performer who did it in 
stock, this on an out-of-town presenta- 
tion. The action twas evolved, Wilbur 
explains, because dramatic stock com- 
panies balked at using the play because 
of the difficulty of finding a performer 
skilled in doing the hazardous stunt. 
To offset this the Century outfit placed 
the clause in the contract, thus relieving 
at once any anxiety dramatic stock 
managers might experience on this score. 


Half-Talkie Idea 
Is Hope of Acts 


Old Familiars Reported Planning 
50-50 Vehicles—Scheme Is 
Highly Commended 


NEW YORK, Nov. 19.—Many acts are 
reported to be attempting to solve dif- 
ficulties in getting bookings because of 
talkie budget obstacles by incorporating 
in new acts and new versions of their 
old acts sequences with intermittent use 
of in-the-flesh business and Movietone 
and Vitaphone flashes. The idea is 
labeled by those in the know as an ex- 
cellent one, since objection to these 
novelties—provided they are entertain- 
ing enough—is forestalled by the in- 
clusion of two opposing branches of 
vaudefilm entertainment. 

With more than just a smattering of 
these talkie-vaude acts on the market 
it is probable that theater owners, whose 
houses are wired, will fall easily for the 
innovation. Many operators are already 
regretting their complete abandonment 
of stage entertainment for talkies. With 
a@ sizable market of the talkie-vaude 
acts within their reach, it is believed 
that the harassed operators will turn to 
the new form like ducks to water. An- 
other advantage of partly converting 
standard vaudeville acts into talkies is 
that the routines may easily be switched 
around, when playing unwired houses, 
so that all action takes place in the 
flesh. This switch is comparatively easy 
in the case of old standard acts routin- 
ing their talkie-vaude versions without 
making appreciable changes in their old 
routines. 

Joe Morris and Campbell, who played 
the State last week, have already trans- 
formed their Any Apartment act into the 
new form, using the Movietone process 
for recording new sequences. They are 
reported to be highly successfu! in their 
venture. A young British cartoonist, 
David 8. Cecil, is in the throes of prep- 
aration on a similar idea. His new 
caricature act is being laid out with 
provisions made for the showing of 
about 500 feet of synchronized film. In 
playing unwired houses, Cecil will be 
prepared to meet the emergency by ex- 
ploiting his act as equipped with a 
“special talkie screen”, meeting the boast 
by substituting disk records perfectly 
synchronized with his special movie 
novelty. Alfred Taylor is handling Cecil's 
bookings, which will be started in about 
two weeks. 


Jack Johnson To Continue 


BOSTON, Nov. 19.—Jack Johnson, ex- 
heavyweight champion, formerly in 
vaudeville, but who retired from that 
field some time ago, re-entered the fold 
last week with an engagement in this 
city. Johnson's act was well received 
here. and he has decided to continue in 
vaudeville for the present. 


Jack has gathered together his own 
company of vaudeville artistes, which he 
brought on from New York. He does a 
comedy travesty on present-day boxing. 
Moving picture films, showing the de- 
cisive ring battles of the last 25 years,

The Society of American Magicians is 
the oldest magical organization in the 
country and includes virtually every 
professional magician of any standing 
in the United States as wel) as several 
hundred amateurs. 


That exposure to the publi: of secrets 
of magic react unfavorably to the best 
interests of the entertainment industry 
is a pretty much accepted fact by the 
hookers of the large theater circults. 
Loew and others will not book any fea- 
ture or short subject having to do with 
magic without first obtaining the con- 
sent of the society, realizing that ex- 
posture in a film would be detrimental 
to any act or magician appearing on the 
same or a subsequent bill.

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Big Picture Men Troubled 
By Lack of Houses in N. Y. 


Figure Broadway ‘Is Only Street Worth While, and This Hasn't 


Enough Big Theaters To Go Around—Producers Holding 
Back Ruod Shows as Result—Fear Side Thorofares 


NEW YORK, Nov. 19.—Big picture men are more than palpably troubled 
by the Iack of New York houses for road-show pictures, and with talkies the 
main angle now, are giving serious thought to the situation in which they find 
themselves. The more astute of the showmen have figured out that it is very 
necessary to be on Broadway itself: that the side streets, no matter how fine a 


legit. house they pick out, puts them 
on the wrong end of the gamble. 

While content sometime ago to bask in 
the sunlight of successful efforts to 
practically take all of Broadway over for 
pictures, now the big picture boys are 
a little abject ov>r the fact there are 
not more theatert on the big street. 

Theaters on Broadway are as scarce as 
hen'’s teeth what with the few legits. 
that are holding out and the leases held 
on others by big companies. 

Specials for release at $2 or for pop. 
indefinite runs are being held because 
of lack of theaters on the Main Stem. 
Warners ate holding back Noah’s Ark 
for this reason. They were negotiating 
for the Hammerstein, but now are a 
Iittle afr:.id ox the house because of its 
location above 53d street. The showman- 
ship angle is that transients fall into 
some other house before they get to 
this one and the Capitol ts too far 
distant to expect any overflow. 

Wings went out of the Criterion to 
make room for Interference, which 
Paramount refused to put into a side 
street. Tv:e Wedding March, which was 
shown at pop. prices, was also kept out 
of the $2 class partly because the only 
theaters that could be obtained were In 
the side streets. 

The picture people have been stung 
with showi.gs n streets crossing 
Broadway, Paramount's Abie, at the 44th 
Street: Warner's When a Man Loves, at 
the Selwyn: Dawn, at the Times Square, 
and Drums of Love, at the Liberty, being 
striking examples. 

From what cun be gathered, the big 
Picture men are thru with any houses 
that are not on Broadway, and this 
street with ics few theaters as compared 
to the demand, presents a real problem. 
M-G-M has the Astor and Embassy; 
Paramount, the Criterion; Fox, the 
Gaiety; First > ‘ational, the Century, and 
Warners, the Winter Garden and Warner 
Theater. 

If any of these exceed Th their number 
of specials the number of theaters they 
have, the prohlem faces them with 
danger, because with talkies most of the 
companies are planning on more than 
the customary specials. 

The Broadway situation also leaves the 
independente without the usual oppor- 
tunities. Th. will probably be driven 
to the houses I«~ated off the main street 
of the town.

His dream is rudely shat- 
tered by his mechanic, capably portrayed 
by Peewee Holmes, who advises him that 
his sentence is commuted. They then 
go thru some fast business of stopping 
the marriage, rescuing the heroine and 
performing a marriage in the air. 

The reckless hero does everything pos- 
sible in the way of aerial stunts. He 
changes planes, makes parachute leaps, 
switches from fast horse to plane and 
stages some fights on the plane wings. 
The photography is good, and Bruce 
Mitchell made the most of directorial 
opportunities.

“The Air Legion’’ 
(FBO) 
At the Hippodrome 

FBO seeks to glorify the pilots of 
Uncle Sam's air mail in The Air Legion 
in which Antonio Moreno, Ben Lyon 
and Martha Sleeper are the featured 
trio. They have taken an interesting 
subject and succeeded in turning out 
rather interesting movie fare. The pic- 
ture as it stands is on a par with the 
averege program movie and will get by 
in the smaller houses, especially those 
of the neighborhood variety. 

Moreno invariably can be depended 
upon to turn in a satisfactory perform- 
ance whenever he goes to the post. And 
as the chief air-mail pilot stationed at 
one of the government fields Tony is 
both personable and convincing. 

Ben Lyon starts off as the smart 
cracking young stunt flyer, who joins 
the air-mail forces because of the in- 
terest taken in him by the chief pilot 
and later comes down to earth as a lik- 
able sort of chap and an ace among 
pilots.

When she double-crosses her 
own country in favor of Austria the Rus- 
sians court-martial and execute her. 

Therefore, as Will Hays might have 
wanted it, there is no chance of injuring 
international amity by the distribution 
of this foreign effort, unless, of course, 
Russia should get troubled by it. 

The picture is for the most part a 
well-acted, well-directed and highly in- 
teresting spectacle of the life and love 
of Mata Hari.

On 
Trial shows her in an unfavorable light. 

The story is trite. Lytell kills his 
friend when he learns of the latter's 
affair with his wife (Lois Wilson). He is 
tried for murder and freed on the un- 
written law. Nothing remarkable or dif- 
ferent. 

Richard Tucker, as the prosecuting 
attorney, and Jason Robards, as counsel 
for the defense, both turn in vivid per- 
formances. Their voices reproduce well 
and they handle their respective roles in 
@ commendable manner. 

Fred Kelcey, as the court clerk, be- 
cause of his bullishness in swearing in 
witnesses, provides the comedy relief. 
Edmund Breese makes an admirable 
judge, and, Vondell Darr, little nine-year- 
old girl, who plays Lytell’s daughter, has 
a wonderful future before her on the 
screen. 

Archie Mayo made a good job of the 
direction, and the photography, all in- 
terior stuff, is clear and enhances the 
picture's value.

Insert shots of 
the speedometer and its advancing fig- 
ures build up the story thru its impor- 
tant stages until the car is sold for use 
by a telephone lineman and finally 
thrown into the junk pile. The husband 
had gone broke, committed a theft to 
save his wife and child, and then de- 
serted. 

It is a very human and appealing 
story that Scrapped tells in its simple 
way. The photography, direction and 
acting are all that may be desired. 

Book this “filler” to enhance the value 
of your programs.

Try to find a theater in Alabama for 
a repertoire company.

I be- 
lieve every man and woman who is in 
the amusement business should refuse 
to buy anything that is manufactured 
or grown in Alabama, and that every 
person who is in the amusement: busi- 
ness should write their relatives and 
friends in Alabama and tell them what 
the amusement octopus is doing to the 
citizens of the grand old State of Ala- 
bama. 

The law makers of Alabama would not 
present a law giving any automobile 
company, grocery company, or any other 
company, the exclusive right to do 
business in Alabama, but they have giv- 
en the moving picture trust, the largest 
octopus in America, the exclusive right 
on amusement business. And this is 
the good old United States, the home 
of the brave and the land of the free, 
supposed to be a country where the 
citfgens can choose any church and en- 
joy free press and free speech.

This means actors, 
musicians, working men, carnival man- 
agers and employees, circus managers 
and employees, concession owners and 
employees, candy companies, lithograph 
companies, concession supply companies.

others I have overlooked. Let us all 
do our bit, and show the octopus that 
we are really thankful for the privi- 
lege of living In this grand and glori- 
ous country and that we are ready to 
go to bat for our fellow showmen.

A TRIBUTE BY J. D. COLEGROVE

Let 
me be an unusual person because of that 
Simplicity of heart and that lovableness of 
nature that I learn from Thee. May I also 
touch the infinite and share the divine cur- 
rent that thrills all high souls. Save me from 
the bogs of pettiness, from egotism, self- 
Pea envy and all the corrosives that mar 


I do not serve in the temple, mine is no 
solemn office nor critical station: but 
thank Thee. that the river of God flows thru 
the streets of the city and whosoever will 
may drink. 

Make me to achieve a better success in 
my role before the ever present audience 
of the angels than I hope to have when I 
play my part upon the mimic stage.

The gesture is appropriate in 
more ways than one; Bulgakov is a 
former director af the Moscow group 
and The Cherry Orchard was presented 
by it for the first time several months 
before the noted writer passed away. 


In Yiddish The Cherry Orchard loses 
little of the charm of character por- 
trayal which pervades it in the English 
version. For this is the type of play 
that appeals not by plot or pyrotechnics. 
Its strength lies in the unwinding of 
character by clever acting and by pieces 
of business. In the Yiddish Art pro- 
duction acting is far above the level of 
anything we have seen this season in the 
Second avenue belt. We state unqusi- 
fiedly—and those of the Broadwayites 
who have stepped below the 42d street 
line will support us-—that here is acting 
which makes most of the current legit. 
pleces I-ok feeble. Schwartz, in the part 
of Leonid Andreyevitch, does not hurl 
himself at the audience for honors, as 
has been his wont in former pieces 
Ty this play of a decadent Slavic nobility 
he is on the scene unobtrusively per- 
mitting his significant presence to ex- 
ert the desired effect.

JULES JACOBS, in the characteriza- 
tion of Philip Krausemeyer iti makeup, 
mannerism, lines and actions, an artistic 
and realistic impersonator of Billy (Beef 
Trust) Watson in the original presenta- 
tion of Krausemeyer’s Alley. 

BILLY (GROGAN) SPENCER, in his 
Original characterization of Grogan in 
Krausemeyer’s Alley, reminds us of what 
Spencer was many years ago when he 
was in his prime. 

JULES LA PORTE, a nattily attired, 
Aggressive straight man, was equally ag- 
gressive as a characterized cop. 

BILLY HART, a classy-clothed juve- 
ne, worked aggressively in scenes, sup- 
Plementing with dynamic dancing as a 
Single specialist, and in comedy char- 
acterized clothes as a double dancing 


specialist with Jerri,Mason, a Dresden 
doll chorister. 

ROSE BATES, a boyith-bob, blond 
leading lady, ingenue-prima donna, aided 
materially in the comedy scenes by her 
ability to humor her lines for bur- 
lesquing purposes, and as a singer had 
the voice of the company, especially in 
her blues singing specialty. 

ROMONA, a voluptuous-appearing bru- 
net, appeared to good advantage in 
scenes and stocd cut distinctively as a 
spotlighted neat-nude specialty dancer 
@ la classic. 

DOROTHY FULLER, a boyish-bob, bru- 
net singing and dancing soubret, led 
several numbers in near-nude strip and 
brassieres a la circuit soubrets, but with 
more ability to dance in routine than 
the usual run of circuit soubrets. 

Chorus, in frequent changes of classy, 
colorful, short-ekirt costumes, with well- 
calcimined, firm-fleshed legs, and the 
ability to sing harmony with special 
music and lyrics and dance in unison 
dynamically, was a welcomed relief from 
the stereotyped near-nude choristers of 
other shows on the circuit. 

Production included reproductions of 
the original Krausemeyer’s Alley, supple- 
mented by drapes and drops a la circuit. 

Presentation opened with KXrausemey- 
er’s Alley ensembie, with Jacobs as Phil- 
ip, Spencer as Grogan, Hart as Tommy 
and Dorothy Puller as Kitty, to an ova- 
tion from the regulars and applause from 
the floaters for something different from 
the usual shows on the circuit. 

In this scene Spencer sang Stop That 
Notse, and Jxcobs Going Home, supple- 
menting with their Krausemeyer’s Alley 
dances, 

Discarding Krausemeyer’s Aliey and its 
comedy for interpolated circuit show 
bits, they came back to Krausemeyer 
again later with the Quakers a la expsri- 
ences, and the statues. 


COMMENT 


Considering the fact that Krausemey- 
er's Alley was a big business getter on 
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the Columbia Circuit, and evidently re- 
vived for this season's presentation on 
the Mutual Circuit with a Krausemeyer 
Alley production, it is inexplicable to us 
perscnally why many of the scenes have 
been cut cut and been replaced by cir- 
cult drapes anc drops for black-out bits 
that have been done to death already 
this season in other shows. 


Jacobs and Spencer have never been 
seen or heard to better advantage and if 
permitted to stick to the Krausemeyer 
Allty comedy, would give the patrons 
something altogether different from the 
stereotyped circuit bits. 

Granted that the comedy suffers by 
comparison, the music and lyrics. with 
ehanges of short-skirt costtmes stood 
out distinctively as being altogether dif- 
ferent and welcomed as a change for 
the better in this particular presentation 
of burlesque. 

Romona, a st to us, apparently 
worked at a disadvantage in her special- 
ty dance, for while her persona! voluptu- 
ous appearance gave the customers out 
front an optical feast, she disappointed 
them by her modified movements cf the 
hip in compliance apparently with Ro- 
senberg’s warning on the cal! board to 
avoid a police pinch or stand the rap. 

Taking it as we found it at the Mon- 
day matinee it was a clean and clever 
presentation of old-fashioned burlesque 
by a team of clever comics who have 
fully mastered their individual charac- 
terizations as garners of continuous 
laughter and whole-hearted applause 
from patrons pleased with their perform- 
ances. 


ROSENBERG’S RUNWAY 


Erin Jackson, Mae Brown and Mabel 
White and their 16 Dancing Dollis have 
been provided with frequent changes of 
classy, colorful costumes, somewhat dif- 
ferent from their usual appearanfe in 
strips and brassieres, but in response to 
repeated encores for each of their re- 
spective numbers, the principals had to 
strip to the near nude in order to please 
the patrons of the Columbis.—NELSE. 


Current Comment---By Nelse 


BILLY (BEEP TRUST) WATSON was 
an interested attendant at the Columbia 
Theater, New York, at the Monday mati- 
nee presentation of his Chicken Trust, 
Mutual Circuit show, and during the in- 
termission registered his grievances with 
Emmett Cailahan against the censoring 
doctors of circuit shows, who took it 
upon themselves to make many and 
varied changes tn his show prior to its 
presentation at the Columbia, likewise 
against the existing conditions that 
make it imperative for shows playing 
that house to an aggregate gross of more 
than $10,000 to pay the transfer of 
scenery and baggage one way, thereby 
causing every show that plays the house 
to lose money on the week. 

Watson, in comparing conditions at 
the Columbia with his own house, the 
Orpheum Theater, Paterson, N. J., pre- 
senting Mutual Circuit shows, said in 
effect: 

“I am losing money this week zt the 
Columbia, but made money for myself, the 
M. B, A. and the show owner last week 
at the Orpheum. We played to a gross 
of $7,200. The operating cost of the 
house, including a weekly renta} ci $550 
and guarantee to show of $1,670, was 
$5,300. Over and a ove that amount the 
gross is split three ways, the show cet- 
ting 30 per cent ox the $1,900 profit and 
the house 50 per cent of the remaining 
$1,330 profit.” 

According to Watson, the house got 
$550, plus $665, or a total income for 
the week of $1,215, and the show $2;670, 
plus $570, or a total income for the week 
of $2.240. Who got the other 50 per cent 
of the profit to the house or 8665 Wat- 
son sayeth not. 

Be that as it may, while other house 
and show managers are singing the blues, 
Watson and his Orpheum Theater, in co- 
operaticgh with the show, made money. 

When ye scribe inquired of Watson 
how he accounted for his profitable pat- 
ronage, while other house owners on the 
circult were singing the blues, he said 
in effect: 

“I personally supervise the billing of 
shows. My brother, Lew, the financing. 
and Oharlie Edwards, the operation of 
the house and presentation of the ahows 
We insist on clean) clever comedy, and 
play to an ever-increasing patronage of 
women and children, which swells our 
matinee receipts and boosts our night 
business.” 


Conceding thi: ablé management of 
the Orpheum, we find that the show 
referred to was l’lapper Follies, featuring 
Mae Dix, ingenue-soubret; Jack Mon- 
tague, tramp comic; Johnny Ragland, 
eccentric comic; Tom Fairclough, straight 
man and singing specialist; Jess Mack. 
juvenile; Ruth Hamilton, soubret; Made- 
line McEvoy, ingenue-prim. and a chorus 
that “1s Leola Loeb, blues-singing spe- 
cialist, Jean Mack, ballad-singing spe- 
clalfist; Mae Maitben and Anna Rose, 
harmony singing and wke - playing 
specialists, and last, but far from being 
least, Chris Nauman, manager, and Joe 
Catalano, owner, and herein is the rea- 
son for Billy (Beef Trust) Watson’s Or- 
pheum giving a circuit show 30 per cent 
of $1,900. 7 


Watson may or may not give other 
shows a similar break, but if he does 
they will in all probability have to be as 
good as Flapper Follies, and they are few 
and far between this season on the 
Mutual Circuit. 


Reports from Chicago indicate that 
the Empress Theater, a Mutual Circuit 
house, operated by E. Thomas Beatty, is 
playing to an average weekly gross of 
$8,000, but the report does not give the 
operating cost of house, but a $1,370 
guarantee to shows. However, those that 
have played the house are fully familiar 
with the conditions, and those that 
haven't as yet played the house will have 
those conditions made plain to them 
when they do play it. 


Later reports relative to conditions at 
the Empress and its $1,370 guarantee to 
show, with no set top, permitting per- 
centasge to shows, indicates that con- 
ditions are warranted by the salaries paid 
deck hands and musicians being higher 
than any other house on the circuit. 


BILLY (BEEF TRUST) WATSON, own- 
er, and Charlies Edwards, manager of the 
Orpheum Theater, engaged in a singing 
contest, Watson singing Keep a Little 
Cozy Corner in Your Heart for Me, and 
Edwards singing the tenor solo from *he 
opera, Gotterdammetung, with Murray 
Marcus, treasurer of the Orpheum, as 
referee, in @ $100 bet, which hasn't been 


paid as yet by Marcus, for the reason 
that if he decides against Watson, he will 
be fired, and if he decides against Ed- 
wards, he may be taken for a ride.

New York Recitals 


Angna Enters, presented by Elizabeth 
Marbury, and fortified with eight pages 
of printed notices, appeared at the Plym- 
outh Theater, New York, Sunday .eve- 
ning, November 11, in her program of 
Episodes—or Compositions in Dance 
Form. As a dancer, Miss Enters 
has but scant equipment, and the near- 
est approach to that art on her program 
Was made when she performed a cake- 
walk of the period of 1897.

This was both beautifully costumed and 
artisically pictured, but the dance part 
of it disclosed a most peculiar adapta- 
tion of Dalcroze Eurythmics reminiscent 
of Michio Ito. The same criticism fits 
the other ecclesiastical mumber, called 
Moryan Age, which was more clearly de- 
rived from the same source. Two piano 
episod2s, played, danced and mimed, were 
of small moment. Ten of the dances 
had been given previously at recitals 
some time ago, and to one who saw them 
at that time and enjoyed their naivete, 
there was disappointment at this re- 
cital, for Miss Enters resorted to many 
cheaply sentimental ideas which were 
childish, and made plain that her pan- 
tomime lacked logic and definition. 

On the whole, the recital was fatiguing, 
there Scing 16 numbers with much repe- 
tition of movement, pawing the air and 
an irrepressible desire to dive into 
pocketbooks {each dance seemed to have 
a pocketbook, with lipstick, cigarets, 
handkerchiefs and mystic potions as 
props). It has been much disputed as 
to whether Miss Enters is a dancer, a 
mime, or a composite form of both. It 
is this writer’s impression that were Miss 
Enters to remedy her superficial study of 
dancing and pantomime Dy further in- 
struction, her work might be more in- 
teresting. J. B. 


For her second piano recital at Town 
Hall, Monday afternoon, November 12, 
Rita Neve presented admirably a mixed 
program of classics and moderns to a 
small but appreciative audience. The 
opening number was Beethoven's Wald- 
stein Sonata, followed by the Brahms 
Rhaspody No. 2 and Reflets dans lVeau, 
by Debussy; LeGibet (a monotone selec- 
tion of Ravel’s; the tricky Prole de Hebe; 
by Willa Lobos; a somber Berceuse, by 
Barrozo Netto, and Josef Holbrooke’s 
Une Nuit Tenebreuse. Her final Chopin 
numbers were the best liked, probably 
because the most familiar; the Ballade, 
G Minor; Nocturne in D-Flat Major and 
the Polonaise, Op. 53, were an agreeable 
climax.

John Carroll, baritone, was heard in 
recital in Town Hall Monday evening, 
November 12, by a delighted audience 
which, while it might well have been 
larger in numbers, nevertheless left no 
doubt as to its enjoyment thru most 
enthusiastic applause and request for 
special numbers. Possessing a most 
genial personality, this young singer has 
a voice of pleasing quality and particu- 
larly best suited to songs of the ballad 
type. Opening the concert with a group 
of French, Italian and German songs, his 
singing had much merit, but it was in 
the Irish songs and other songs with 
English text tha’ he sang with warmth 
of tone, clear diction and much ekill in 
expression. Mr. Carroll is an entertainer 
who should be In great demand ty those 
who want to hear songs presented with 
joy in the singing of them and sung for 
the purpose of giving joy to the listener. 
Edward Morris, American ( composer- 
pianist, was at the piano, and his skillful 


accompaniments added greatly to oat 


pleasure of the evening. 

The first concert of this season Of Pro 
Musica was given at Town Hall Wednes- 
day evening, November 14, before an in- 
terested audience of friends, guthcring 
late, and about half of whom remained 
to the finish at 11 o’dlock. A polyglot 
program Was well rendered by a long ar- 
ray of talent, and the decidedly miodern 
music was received with mixed pleasure 
and some mirth. A Sonata for Violin 


and Piano, tw Alexander Steinert (U. &. 
), played by Barbara Lull and Marion 
Cassell was a good start. Two highly 
technical plano solds by Willem Pijper 
(Holland) and Charles E. Ives (U. 8. A.) 
were pounded out strenuously by Anton 
Rovinsky. Messrs. Karman, Sterkin, 
Hirsh and Kirsh in excellent ensemble 
work then offered a lengthy string quar- 
tet by Ernst Krenek’ (Austria), followed 
by an enjoyable intermission. Carlos 
Salzedo and one of his talented pupil 
artists, Lucile Lawrence, played on two 
harps his own Pentacle in delightfully 
effective manner—-the treat of the vve- 
ning. Greta Torpadie, soprano, with 
Salzedo at the piano, gave a Polish and 
French group. A Trio jor Violin, Clar- 
inet and Clavicembalo, by Gragnani 
(Italy), and old-fashionedly melodious, 
was @ welcome finale after its good pe:- 
formance by Messrs. Karman, D'Isert and 
Salzedo.

GILL PLAYERS 


When the dramatic critic of a New 
York newspaper declared several seasons 
ago that the Lenox Hul Players of New 
York combined the courage of six reper- 
tory companies in the plays they re- 
vived, he made a statement which has 
been well justified. This courage was 
manifested in the production of two 
classics with daring themes, ‘Tis Pity 
She's a Whore and The Cenci, the play- 
ers handling them with a fine artistry 
and delicacy that won commendation 
that insured record runs. . 

More recently this courage is demon- 
strated anew, at the Cherry Lane Thea- 
ter, in the presentation of a contempo- 
rary-modernistic play» The Dark Mirror, 
by Irving Stone, a new and very youth- 
ful playwright, who. -was called before 
the curtain on the opening nignt. 


The playing of Louls Latzer, as the 
youth and man who sees life “as in a 
glass darkly”, is the highlight ‘of the 
piece. This is no reflection on the por- 
trayal of Mitchell Padraic Marcus, who 
is alternating with Mr. Latzer in the 
role. We have not had the pleasure of 
seeing Mr. Marcus in the part. Mr. Lat- 
ver shows a keen appreciation of the 
shifting moods of the character he por- 
trays, and thru the gamut of many emo- 
tions sustains a plaintive note that holds 
sympathy. 

Mary Hallett, as the sweetheart and 
wife of the mist-bound man, lends ad- 
mirable support, handling with skill the 
odd and difficult situation of a woman 
of the future, who, in a pantomime of 
dull despair. shoots herself with a re- 
volver equipped with a Maxim silencer. 
Less capably handled, this scene could 
be made ridiculous. 

Jerome Seplow, as the father of the 
man, is always natural and convincing. 
Adeline Ruby, as the mother, does not 
ring quite true, especially in the last 
scenes, depicting age and want. This is 
partly due to an inadequate makeup. 

Walter Walden has designed some 
splendid sets for the piece, his modern- 
istic set bing particularly engrossing. 


There is something of the direct. 
honest attack of modern fiction in this 
play, and it is absorbing to sit back and 
watch characters creating situations. 


Adele Gutman Nathan, formerly of the 
(ellar Playhouse of New York, has di- 
tected this play with a keen apprecia- 
tion of the fact that overplaying might 
ruin this fine play of shifting moods.

GOODMAN THEATER 
PRESENTS A FARCE 

B. Iden Payne made his fist appear- 
ance with the Goodman Theater, Chi- 
cago, &8 a director and actor Tuesday 
night, November 6, in Gogol’s celebrated 
Russian farce, The Inspector General, 
and charmed a critical audience with 
his sprightly rendition of the 
of Ivan Alexandrovitch Hiestakov, a 
stranded clerk, mistaken for a high gov- 
ernment official and royally entertained 
by crooked officials who think him an 
inspector. The play proved to be a 
happy vehicle for the introduction of 
Mr. Payne to Goodman audiences this 
Season, for his work thruout was superb. 
He was given excellent support by the 
members of the repertory company, 
Roman Bohnen being especially good as 
the Mayor of the town. 

The comedy, a 100-year-cld example 
of the mistaken identity idea, abounds 
in soliloquy and asides in the manner 
of the day, but the manner tn which 
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they were handled minimized their ab- 
surdity. Russell Spindler, Lawrence 
Paquin, Lester Luther, Abe H. Feder, 
Arvid Crandall, Raymond A. Jones, 
Thomas K. Fuson and Philip Dakin, as 
town officials, were excellent save for 
slightly overplaying their parts, and the 
same is true of Art Smith and Donald 
Willson as the landowners. Mary Agnes 
Doyle, the Mayor's wife, and Katherine 
Krug, as the daughter, were the only 
women characters of any importance 
and handied their parts satisfactorily. 
The balance of the cast, 31 people, was 
adequate, and altogether the presenta- 
tion of The Inspector General was weil 
done.

Altho he was forced to grope his way 
thru a thick cloud of smoke, he managed 
to reach the street in safety. Fire lines 
were quickly formed in the street, and 
it. was nearly 12 o’clock before President 
Lessing, Volz and Mabel Scott were able 
to reach the office. Upon inspection it 
was discovered that no damage had re- 
sulted in the office or conference room, 
but that the famous “back room”, where 
scenic artists gather for discussion and 
general social intercourse during the 
daytime and where union meetings are 
held in the evening, had been upset con- 
siderably. The firemen had been forced 
to make an opening in the floor to play 
the hose on the flames underneath, ard 
this naturally resulted in a _ certain 
amount of damage to furniture. The 
Film Players’ Club, in the meantime, had 
been much more severely treated, for 
altho the front part was untotiched the 
rear was completely demolished. The 
Moscow Inn, of course, was burnt out 
entirely. The electric light and the 
steam heat had been affected, too, with 
the result that the union's offices were 
in darkness and without warmth thru- 
out the day.

These Days is an awkward and con- 
fusing play, with something definite to 
say, but lacking the ability to say it. 
This second Arthur Hopkins production 
of the season is important only because 
of the fresh idea behind it.

As a result, the play as a whole its fit- 
fully uneven, and she weakens the chance 
of lending credence to the conclusion. 
The authoress clearly shows that she had 
the material with which to construct a 
sincere and searing play. That she failed 
to make the mest of it is due to her in- 
ability to mold it to the requirements 
ot the theater. 

These Days lacks motivation, however 
much it might be sultable to the psycho- 
logical or pathological clinic. Burdened 
with endless stretches of tiresome talk, 
undignified insinuations and what not, 
there is but one act that succeeds in 
throwing off the yoke and settling down 
to legitimate. convincing theater. 


The first scene shows the interior of 
& Pullman car. Two girls, one of them 
Virginia MacRae, are on their way home 
for the Christmas holidays. They carry 
on an inpocent flirtation with two col- 
lege youths. Virginia, a callous and_biase 
girl, and the boy, the son of a poor actor, 
fali desperately in love at first sight 

The story then takes Virginia into her 
home. This scene is the most weakening 
Influyence on Miss Clugston’s theme. En- 
raged by the insidious atmosphere sur- 
rounding a selfish, unsympathetic mother 
and a drunken father, she hates both her 
home and the school. 

Only in the second act, set in the fash- 
fonable school, is Miss Clugston at home 
with her subject. Forcefully portraying 
the perverted sense of morality, the mis- 
understanding that prompts what passes 
for discipline, the stiffing atmosphere 
and the narrow outlook that often 
abounds in such places, she drives home 
& powerful indictment against this type 
of finishing school. In the final scene 
of this ac} Virginia decides to elope 
with her newly acquired boy friend. 


The final act is u far-fetched and cum- 
bersome attempt to explain the result 
of these various influences on Virginia's 
life. It is two years later. She has just 
received a divorce in Paris, and is dis- 
sipating on the Riviera. It all ends by 
her sending 4. series of outlandish cablis 
to her former husband, intimating that 
they would bi: far bappler had they con- 
tinued together. 

After witneraing the scone in Virginia's 
home, one iy; never sure whether the 
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school or her early environment is to 
blame. The planting of such a doubt so 
early in the play detracts immeasurably 
from the ultimate convictions the thesis 
was intended to carry, Then, again, the 
authoress has failed in her attempt to 
catch the free, easy and ultra-liberal 
tendency of modern youth. Her language 
is strained, her characters blurred. 


The acting is varied. Mildred Mc- 
Coy, in the leading role, strives valiantly 
to give breath to a part that is inher- 
ently excessive. She is far more at home 
in the more subdued moments, but 
otherwise gives evidence of being carried 
away by the character. Helen Freeman 
is convincingly cold and foxily crafty as 
the mistress of the school, and she is 
ably assisted in giving the essential illu- 
sion to this scene by Marie Bruce, Ada 
Potter, Mary Hubbard and Nellie Mal- 
colm. 

Mary Hall succeeds in lending credence 
to the part of a dizzy, flapperish student. 
One of the most convincing bits of the 
performance, however, is contributed by 
Katharine Hepburn as another student 
Her scene in which she is being cross- 
questioned by the school head is easily 
the most deftly delicate of the play. 


May Buckley and George MacQuarrie 
manage to be sufficiently no good as 
Virginia's parents to lend weight to that 
angle of the play. William Johnstone 
does well enough as the young lover, but 
in Weference to him it must be stated 
that the part is too stiff and patterned 
to carry the proper effect. The balance 
of the tast has little to do. 


Arthur Hopkins’ direction, especially 
in the first and third acts; is stilted and 
slow, altho it was a hopeless task at best 
to give motivation to such a script. The 
settings are austerely effective.

There fs little reason for wasting time 
and space in an effort to appraise this 
banality. Frankly, it isn't worth it. On 
Call is best classified as one of those 
productions that stimulates a sense of 
wonder—as to why it was ever deemed 
worthy of production. 


Roland Oliver had the semblance of 
an idea, but he never succeeded in get- 
ting any farther. Seldom is Broadway 
burdened with a play that shows sugh 
crudities in writing or where the situa- 
tions are so chikiishly apparent. On Call 
is undiluted bosh. Maybe those inter- 
ested were deluded into believing that 
the naughty inclinations of the theme 
might lure a certain class of theatergoer. 
Nothing could be farther from the truth. 
It is too unsubtle to be even in- 
sinuatingly interésting and too crudely 
constructed to attract the attention of a 
moron. 


It will be too bad if any time is taken 
in attempting to make something of this 
worthless play. Materials are required 
to make anything, which precludes the 
possibility of making a theatrical medium 
of this. On Call has no qualities to make 
it of Broadway caliber, and the sooner it 
gives up the ghost the better it will be 
for all concerned. 


The acting has not helped matters, 
nor was it likely that it could. In only 
one case, that of Dorothea Chard, is there 
a meritorious performance. Yet the cast 
is not to blame. A vapid book has 
squeiched them. 


In fact, Cleon Throckmorton's single 
setting is the most relieving feature of 
this otherwise depressing production. 
Tt, us least, is In good taste, a quality 
strangely apart from the other depart- 
ments of the play.

Finding « ready public for the anti- 
quated melodrama as depicted in Dia- 
mond Lil, still popular on Broadway, 
Jack Linder returns to that same source 
for this, his second production. The 
Squealer. is not legitimate in the strict 
sense of that term and cannot be ana- 
lyzed as such. Rather is it a novelty, a 
museum piece at which jadcd playgoers 
may laugh at the typical thriller that 
flourished a quarter century ago. 

Viewed from that angle, this latest 
Mark Linder opus is rousingly good en- 
tertainreent and, judging from the audi- 
ence reaction, it should flourish. Linder 
evidently is kidding the theatrical age 
that produced Nellie, the. Sewing- 
Machine Girl, and Bertha, the Beautiful 
Cloak Model. That he succeeds is due in 
no sinall measure to the assistance of 
the spectators, who take the production 
as an antique specimen rather than as 
a serious modern entertainment. This is 
the saving grace of the play, for, taken 
seriously, Trae Squealer would be laughed 
off the stage. 

That this piece holds all the lure of 
the side-show freak or the penny arcade 
is demonstrated by the response of the 
audience. In these days of morbid real- 
ism, when a blase public has become 
satiated with unsavory theatrical fare, it 
is unusual to hear the villain hissed, the 
hero cheered. Yet that is just what is 
happening at The Squealer. The audi- 
ence, by entefing into the spirit of the 


thing, has a grand time, and it appears’ 


that Linder will be successful in offering 
serious competition to the Chinatown 
and Bowery sightseeing busses as Broad- 
way institutions. 

There are some legitimate thrills in 
The Squealer, but they are among its 
minor features. It is hardly necessary to 
go into the story itself, since that, too, 
is secondary. Suffice to say that it is set 
in San Francisco and concerns dope 
smuggling, white slavery and what have 
you? There are white and Chinese vil- 
lains, treacherous betrayals, murders by 
the score, secret passages, sliding panels 
and, finally, the earthquake itself. 
There is nothing to worry about, how- 
ever, since right triurnphs in the end and 
the villains receive their due. 

From the very nature of the play there 
is no chance for acting, since all the 
characters are burdened with inane lines. 
Once or twice there is evidence that 
Mark Linder might have been serious 
when he wrote this curio. Let him offer 
undying thanks to whoever suggested 
the kidding angle. To have it otherwise 
would be suicide. 


The parts are of prop. proportions and 
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the players like so many puppets. 
Harrington contributes the sole out- 
standing performance. Robert Bentley, 
as the dope-smuggling hero with a spot- 
less soul, romps thru the part with easy 
abandon, but is hardly ideal for the role 
This is no slight on his ability, however, 
since The Squealer offers no room for 
fine acting. Hokum is the dominating 
note, and if producer and audience are 
not to take things ‘seriously there cer- 
tainly is no reason why the players 
should. Ruth Shepley is in the same 
boat. 

Almost the entire Third Act is devoted 
to specialty entertainment. Jean Hug- 
gard, a fire-eating magician, catches the 
fancy of the audience, and again the 
note of freak entertainment becomes 
outstanding. Similar acts have heen 
standard vaudeville for years, but the 
idea of seeing it as legitimate, first-class 
Broadway theater is novel anc, therefore, 
interesting. 

There is a striking false note in this 
last act that Linder would do well to 
correct. Up to this point in the show 
all the characters are clothed in the 
style of 1906. A group of dancing girls 
appear as a specialty troupe. Their cos- 
tumes are modern, they are barelegzed. 
Such a thing never happened in that 
day. It was the era of skirted choruses 
and tights always were worn. 

Among those who do much toward 
making The Squealer effective are Robert 
Harrison, Pred Monti, Victor Adams, Tom 
Fadden, William Jeffrey, Ben Bernard, 
George C. Mack, Rose Bernard, Lois 
Jesson, Dorothy Brown, Clark Hundley 
and Martin A. Somers. 

Clarke Silvernail has done all that is 
possible with the direction, altho the 
spaces between the high spots often be- 
come tedious. The settings are adequate 
and the earthquake scene just as 
hokumish as the production itself.

French Park Situation 
Has Bright Outlook 


PARIS, Nov. 16.—The amusement park 
situation in Paris has improved and un- 
doubtedly will show an even greater ad- 
vance next season. It is astounding 
to note that only two real amusement 
parks exist in France. and both of them 
are in Paris. Luna Park-Parc de Paris 
is the equal of most of the American 
resorts, while the wooded Jardin d'Ac- 
cliimatation, lacking somewhat in flashy 
amusement devices, possesses one of the 
largest Open-air circus establishments in 
the world and sets a high standard for 
natural and artistic beauty. It is in- 
teresting to note that inost of the rides 
and mechanical devices in both of these 
parks are of American origin and that 
their installation has been supervised by 
an American, J. M. Conners, who is 
chief engineer of both parks. 

The Jardin d’Acclimatation presents a 
good bill of circus and menagerie acts 
daily and also offers big free attractions. 
The past season Luna Park-Parc de Paris 
also inaugurated a policy of free attrac- 
tions and will continue this policy next 
season ~— having already booked the 
American high diver, Miss Quincy, for 
the full season. 

Added impetus will undoubtedly be 
given the amusement park projects next 
season, in Paris at least, as the nu- 
merous street fairs which are almost 
continuously under way in this city are 
to be drastically curtailed and regulated. 
The result will be that the street show- 
men will place their rides and attractions 
in the existing parks or create new ones. 
The movement is already under way on 
& small scale in the creation of a more 
or less experimental indoor amusement 
park recently installed in the buildings 
of the Pare des Expositions on the out- 
skirts of Paris. 

The next big amusement park project 
will probably be located on the Isle de Ja 
Jatte, an easily accessible and big island 
just outelde of Paris on the River Seine. 
The site is ideal and already popular

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Zoo Notes 

MARION WEIS, president of the New 

leans Zoological Society, says the Zoo 
has reached the turning point, and that 
in a few years New Orleans will have one 
of the largest in the country. In 1923, 
when the animal exhibits were few, when 
the Zoo had its first beginning, he be- 
came interested. He threw himself into 
the task of developing the details at- 
tending such a project. At first there 
was only a big aviary at the Magazine 
street entrance, the monkey cage, a few 
sparse cages of anima!s native to Louis- 
iana. Thru five years the Zoo began to 
take on better proportions. The bird 
hibits: Numbered also among Mr. Weis’ 
was the donor of Mollie, the tiger, now 
one of the “headliners” among the ex- 
hibits. Numbered alsa among Mr. Weis’ 
gifts are a pair of purnas, numbers of 
rare varieties of snakes, an Indian buffalo, 
a pair of axis deer and a pair of black- 
buck antelopes. Nation-wide interest in 
zoos is on the upgrade, according to the 
president of the Zoological Society. Mr 
Weis was elected president of the New 
Orleans Zoologicai Society last August. 


THE PROPOSED tax for the establish- 
ment and maintenance of a greater Zoo 
in Audubon Park, New Orleans, was de- 
feated at the special election November 
6. The proposed tax—one-fifth of a mill 
on a-dollar for a period of 10 years—was 
lost by a majority of 363 property owners 
and by a property value of $402,646 
Only owners of property were allowed to 
vote on the tax. 


THE CITY PARK advisory board of 
Miami, Fla., has discussed with J. W. 
Gentry, formerly of Gentry Bros.’ 
@ proposal to the city commission to pro- 
vide the animals for a large zoological 
garden here, provided the city furnish 
funds for construction of facilities, a site 
for the Zoo, and $1,000 a month for 
maintenance. The commission referred 
the matter to the park board for discus- 
sion and recommendation. Mr. Gentry 
and J. Gerry Curtis, city park and rec- 
reational supervisor, will visit several 
suggested sites, and will report back to 
the board. Mr. Gentry, in viewing the 
sites, will consider them from the stand- 
point of the Zoo, while Mr. Curtis will 
consider advantages and possibilities of 
the sites for peris and opportunities for 
landscaping.

Ci the 162 box 
seats placed on sale at the Winter Gar- 
den for the opening game, there is an 
entire sellout. Many of these seats 
have been reserved for the entire season. 
The way in which the St. Louisans 
purchased the tickets took the officials 
of the club by surprise. They had be- 
lieved that a long advertising campaign 
would be necessary to awaken interest 
in a game that had been played but a 
few times ‘n that city. However, they 
are now not only of the opinion that 
it is necessary to hang out a “Sold Out” 
faceoff, but that St. Louis long before 
the 1928-'29 season is over will take 
its place alongside of Boston, New York, 
Detroit and Chicago as a leading hockey 
city.

Even Doc Watson has given up 
his store and left for parts unknown. All 
worth-while doorways and spots in town 
have been queered by those who bid too 
high. I hear talk of an occupational 
license to be charged regardless of 
whether one works on private property 
or not or sells his own manufacture. 
The town is full of tourists. Many 
macnificent buildings are being erected. 
Still what was the first city in the State 
now holds third place. So you can see 
that Texas is not standing still.”

(2) Are you in 
favor of the council passing a resolu- 
tion prohibiting members from acting 
in speaking parts in talking pictures 
unless all speaking parts are held by 
Equity members? (3) Are you in favor 
of an Equity contract covering speaking 
parts in talking pictures? 


At the offices of the organization 
officers were reticent about discussing 
tbe matter. Questioned regarding it 
Frank Gillmore, executive secretary, had 
nothing to sey, adding that he was not 
in a position as yet either to affirm or 
deny it. 


With the rapid growth of the talkies 
in the past few months Equity has 
greatly increased its hold on the field.

In other 
words, Equity is gaining strength from 
both sources, and with its regular mem- 
bership behind it the time to strike is 
considered near at hand. The situation 
in Hollywood is understood to be favor- 
able to Equity’ action. Reports have it 
that dissatisfaction has loomed over the 
Academy of Motion Picture Arts and 
that many members in that organiza- 
tion would be only too willing now to 
swing to Equity. 


Estimates on the Equity strength in 
the talkie field are indefinite, but many 
of those close to the situation savy that 
at the present time that organization 
can count on at least 75 per cent mem- 
bership in that field. 


MEMBERSHIP AT EVEN KEEL 

Despite the talk of poor business and 
the dearth of productions in rehearsal, 
Frank Gillmore says that the paid-up 
membership in that organization con- 
tinues at an even keel. This tabula- 
tion usually acts as an accurate 
barometer of conditions,. he says, and 
that to date there has been no decided 
fluctuation in membership. 


It is Gillmore’s opinion that while 
the se:sen undoubtedly has been back- 
ward, the employment situation has been 
Kept at a more even point thru the 
alien actor legislation. Altho there is 
no definite means of keeping account 
of the number affected. Gillmore says 
the association has absolute proof that 
many foreign players have been dis- 
suaded from coming to this country thru 
the Equity legislation. This, of course 
has left that many more places open io 
native actors. Again, the increase in 
stock activities and the growth of the 
talking pictures have absorbed a large 
number of players. Legitimate actors, 
however, are finding more employment 
in the latter field.
